"Daddy" Graves Tells Reporter 
Life Story of Christian Service

The fall revival at Pacific college was held October 6th-10th and 
was conducted by Rev. W. C. Graves, affectionately known as "Daddy" 
Graves -to all who become acquainted with him. Two services were 
held daily at 10:45 a. m. and 7:30 p. m. During these meetings many 
young people responding to his stirring messages received definite 
spiritual help. 

"Daddy" Graves is a striking example of one who has "grown 
old gracefully". In fact so typically youthful is he that if he were the 
proofreader of the Crescent he would probably eliminate the adjec- 
tive "old" attached to his name. 
When interviewed concerning his 
life history, he related the follow- 
ing story in his own inimitable 
way. 

Walter Graves was born near 
San Jose, California and was the 
third of ten children born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Sylvester Graves. His 
father was a wealthy farmer and 
orchardist and thus made a com- 
fortable living for his family. 

Early Years 

At the age of six he began to 
feel that someday he would preach. 
A Methodist preacher once came 
to their home and alter admiring 
all "of the children he put his hand 
on "Daddy" Graves and remarked 
to his father, "Sylvester, this is 
going to be your preacher boy." 
This statement has literally come 
true and "Daddy' 'Graves has won 
hundreds of souls into the King- 
dom during his fifty years of serv- 
ice. 

Although raised in a Christian 
home, Rev. Graves was not con- 
verted until he was fifteen years 
of age. He was wonderously saved 
at a camp meeting which came to 
their small community. 
Preparation 

His parents sent him to college 
to further his preparation for the 
ministry. Then when he returned 
home for a time he met a young 
lady by the name 'of Lillian Seely 
who was gloriously saved in a tent 
meeting that was conducted in that 
vicinity. About two years later 
they were married and went back 
east to Illinois for more college 
work. After finishing college, he, 
with his wife and daughter, re- 
turned to California to go into 
full-time service for the Lord. 

When Rev. Graves' father-in- 
law heard "Daddy" Graves was go- 
ing to preach he said, "As long as 
you preach in my church I'll £ive 
you a lot and house and you'll 
never be in want, but if you go 
off with that holiness bunch, you'll 
receive no help from me." 
Decision 

When asked what he did, he re- 
plied, "My wife and I talked and 
prayed about it and we both said 
we'd obey God. So in a Free Meth- 
odist meeting shortly after, we 
talked with my wife's father and 
sang our 'decision in the words of 
the old hymn: "Jesus, I my cross 
have taken ,A11 to leave and fol- 
low Thee. Destitute, dispised, for- 
saken, Thou from hence my all 
shall be; Perish every fond ambi- 
tion, All I've sought and hoped and 
known; Yet how rich is my con- 
dition—God and heaven are still 
my own." 

Soon they were called to their 
first pastorate at Chico, Califor- 
nia. He arrived in Chico with a 
wife and child and one dollar in 
his pocket: However, the Lord 
graciously provided for their' needs 
and many souls were reached. 
Experiences 

Rich and numerous have been 
the experiences since that first 
pastoratj'. To date, Rev. Graves 



has served twenty years as a pas- 
tor and approximately thirty years 
an an evangelist and is a member 
of the Evangelical denomination. 
Present Work 

When asked where his headquar- 
ters were at the present time, 
"Daddy" Graves informed us that 
this fall he was appointed to serve 
as pastor of the Evangelical 
church in HerTington, Washington. 
Although his wife is in ill health 
and cannot participate with him 
in active pastoral work, yet he 
carries on alone. 

"How many children have 
you?", I inquired. And "Daddy" 
Graves replied: "I really have two 
daughters and a son, but if I were 
to count up all my spiritual "chil- 
dren" and "grandchildren", It 
would be a large family indeed". 
Typically Daddy 

As I rose to leave, 'my last ques- 
tion was an inquiry about his fu- 
ture with the suggestion of. pos- 
sible retirement. He stood, and 
with a cheery smile and twinkle 
in his eye he replied in his em- 
phatic way: "I may be seventy- 
six years old; but I'm still going 
strong!"

Pacific Reports 
New Improvements 

Three new buildings were found 
on the campus by returning stu- 
dents, this year. A new dining 
hall and kitchen, fine arts build- 
ing, and science building are near- 
ly completed now. The music and 
biology departments are in their 
new homes. And the eating facili- 
ties are being used in the new din- 
ing building. 

Without crowding, one hundred 
students are being served in one- 
half of the dining hall. The kitch- 
en has the new electric baking 
ovens, refrigerator, kitchen-dresser 
(deep steel sinks), telephone, dish- 
washer, and heating plant already 
installed. Yet to be placed are the 
new ranges, another kitchen-dress- 
er, an extension phone for the in- 
completed apartment, a steamer 
and two big mixers. 

The library and three dormi- 
tories were improved also. 

In the Fine Arts building, the 
rooms close enough to completion 
for occupancy are the large art 
room, Prof. H. Thornburg's and 
Prof. Roy Clark's offices, the 
chorus room, about eight music 
practice rooms, and a band room. 
Yet to be completed is the wiring 
and plumbing. 

Almost complete and ready for 
occupancy is the chemistry wing 
of the Science building. It contains 
a general chemistry laboratory, an 
advanced Chem. lab, and supply 
room, which has some supplies in 
now. The lecture room is also 
rapidly nearing completion, with 
blackboards, and instructor's work 
table installed. The Biology de- 
partment is using its facilities 
now.. The heat is to be piped from 
the Hester Memorial gymnasium, 
according to present plans.
